AT THE PLATE 

TO ADJUST BATTER STANCE: Move the Directional Pad in 
desired direction 

TO SWING BAT: Press and hold the A Butler lor a complete 
swing 

TO BUNT: Press t^e C Button. Press the C Button again to 
return the bat to the ready position 

BASE RUNNING 



TO ADVANCE TO NEXT BASE: Choose your destination with (he 
Directional Pad and press the B Button 
TO RETURN TO PREVIOUS BASE: Choose your destination with 
the Directional Pad and press the C Button. 

TO TAKE AN EXTRA LEAD: Your base runner automatically takes 
a small lead: To take an extra lead, hold the Directional Pad in 
the direction at the base you wish to move toward and tap the 
B Button, 

TO CANCEL A LEAD OFF: Press the Directional Pad toward the 
base you wish to return to and press the B Button. 

TO STEAL A BASE: As rhe pitcher gets set, press and hold the 
Directional Pad in the direction of Iht base yew wish to run to. 
then press the B Sutton, When the dall is pitched, ycur runner 
will then take ctf to lhe next base.

TO THROW A PITCH'OUT: Move the pitcher to the side of the 
mound, continue to held the Directional Pad in that position., hold 
down the C Button, then pitch the ball A pitch cui is as fast as a 
lastball. but only uses the stamina cl a normal speed pitch

Players

Difficulty

Computer batter is more selective at the plate 

• Hard - n>o X in field Computer defense speed: fast 
Computer Patter is wry selective ai the plate. 

Music 

Select whether you'd tike to play with the background music on or 
off. 

Password 

Use this option to play with a password. To enter yOur password, 
at Ihe password screen, move the Directions! Pad LEFT or RIGHT 
to position the ball under the desired letter space, then press, the 
Directional Pad UP or DOWN to cycle through the password 
symbols. Once you've rriarfe your symbol selection, repeat this 
procedure until youVe entered your entire password, then press 
Ihe START BUTTON. 






Detense Mode 

Use the following settings to adiust your defense control

SELECTING YOUR STARTING PITCHER 

To select a pitcher, position the cursor next to your desired 
selection and press the A Button So enter your pitching choice 
MOTE You can use up to & pitchers per game 1 starter and d 
relievers, or 2 starters, and 2 relievers. The first 4 pitchers on your 
roster are the Starters, and any starling pitcher can only appear in 
every other game in a senes. 

SELECTING your starting lineup 

You can adjust your lineup before each game, Begin by moving the 
cursor to the player you wish to reposition, then press the B Button 
to shade that player. Next, move the cursor too the position you 
wish to pul the shaded player, and press the R Butter again That 
player will then automatically switch positions with the playei 
currently occupying that roster spot. Repeat this procedure until 
you've completed your new order. 

To view player stats, press the C Button. To accept the current 
lineup as it stands, or enter your new lineup, press the A Button,

PITCHER TIME OUT OPTIONS 

Before your pitcher goes into his wind-up, press the START Button 
to D?i $e gameplay and bring up the Time-Out Options screen. This 
screen operates the same as in Batter Time-Out Options Pul with 
one additions option. 

* New Pitcher | Rebel} - Move the cursor tg the relief pitcher you 
wish to use and press the A Button to make the substitution and 
continue gameplay 







To begin the Derby. you must first select yCLIf team. and then 
your batten To select your batter, use trie Directional Pad to 
higlhlight a player and press the A Button to enter your selection 
and begin play.

Pitching 

Starting pitchers have mors stamina than relievers. Keep an eye on 
your pitcher—when he Begins to get lired he will start to breathe 
hard, his MPH will drop and you will hav'e trouble controlling the 
direction of the pitch The fas-tball and sinker use more stamina, 
than normal pitches 

Batting 

Do not stand still in the batter's box. Try to tool the pitcher as to 
where you will be when the ball ss thrown 

With all players you car cock their bats hack tor a quicker, shorter 
swing To do this, tap the A Button once. Be aware that you 
sacrifice power m favor of contact using this technique 

Although you can I fully control the hitting of fly balls or grounders, 
you can better your chances of getting such .3 nil by pressing the 
Directional Pad UP to swing lor a grounder, or DOWN to swing for 
a fly 

General 

If you replace at e cer with a player who is not from the same 
position, he will make more errors than a player better suited tor 
that position 

When you throw or run with the ball choose the desired direction 
with the Directional Pad. then press the A or 0 Button. Do not 
select a direction, lei gw, then press the A nr 0 Button Von must 
hold down the Directional Pad arrow until after the button Is 
pressed.
